w EPILOGUE #1 

In July, 1995, almost a year after I finished the rough draft of this manuscript; my friend Andy 
Winiarczyk gave me a copy of the then only recently published book by Carlos Lechuga, In the 
Eye of the Storm (Ocean Press, Melbourne, Victoria, Australia). It has the subtitle Castro, 
Khruschev, Kennedy and the Missile Crisis. Correctly, I believe, Lechuga does not refer to that 
crisis as ACuban.0 It was in all respects a world crisis. Not only was that book not published in 
the United States, distribution inside the United States had to be improvised outside the usual 
channels for distributing books. 

But as we refer and have always referred to that crisis as ACuban® when in fact it was 
potentially the most serious of all the crises in world history, we also do not want to know of any 
other account or version of it than that of our government at the time of that crisis. That is a 
version that has us as innocent bystanders in the crisis with we we had nothing at all to do when 
in fact we precipitated it and made it virtually inevitable unless the Soviet Union was willing to 
thereafter be regarded as a second-rate power whose word was worthless, as the paper tiger of the 
Chinese description at the time of their rupture in what had been close and friendly relations. 

It happened that at the time I read Lechuga=s personal memoir of his involvement in that 
crisis and the later beginning of negotiations Kennedy initiated with Castro I was working on 
three book manuscripts. Coinciding with that my wife and I developed additional medical 
problems (when between is we had accumulated 165 years) and the college students who were 
retyping those manuscripts on their computers found continuing that work impossible or just 
decided that they did not want to work their summer away.

After this almost anything would be superfluous. Not for 
Prouty but for commentary on what he has written. He has two more 
chapters. The first is "LBJ Takes the Helm as the Course is 
Reversed" and the second is his epilogue titled, "Game Plan of the 
High Cabal." He has four source notes for the first of these 
chapters but they do not provide his sources. He has none. He 
uses them for comment. There is no single source claimed for the 
Epilogue. Why there are no source chapters is reflected by how he 
begins his Epilogue, by expanding his "high cabal, " which began as 
merely a "cabal." He now internationalizes it: 

That assassination has demonstrated that 
most of the major events of world significance 
are masterfully planned and orchestrated by an 
elite coterie of enormously powerful people 
who are not of one nation, one ethnic grou- 
ping, or one overriding ly important business 
group. They are a power unto themselves for 
whom these others work. Neither is this power 
elite of recent origin. Its roots go deep 
into the past (page 334) . 

"Not of one nation" for the first time in the epilogue is a 
little unusual. It sounds like the propaganda of the left as 
adapted to their political preconceptions by the right. 
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
